1 . Reference is made to the following document:

2. The document D1, which is regarded as being the closest prior art to the 
subject-matter of claim 1 , shows a spring-driven cable drum, from which the 
construction kit for a spring-driven cable drum according to claim 1 differs in that a pre- 
assembled drum core is provided with an axle channel, without an axle, the spring 
anchor hub being held in an axial way within the axle channel by the spiral spring and a 
separate axle can be inserted into the axle channel from either side of the pre- 
assembled drum core, insertion of the axle into the axle channel establishing in either 
case a form-fit rotary coupling between the spring anchor hub and the axle. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

3. The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as making 
available to an end user a construction kit, which enables to assemble in a simple way 
a cable drum unwinding in the left direction and a cable drum unwinding in the right 
direction. 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) inasmuch as no incentive 
would be derived by the skilled person from the relevant prior art to arrive at the 
construction kit according to claim 1. 

4. Claims 2-14 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of 
the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 

5. In respect of the industrial applicability the criteria of Article 33(4) PCT are complied 
with, since the claims relate to a construction kit for a spring-driven cable drum. 
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
